vides the tools for the conquest 
of diseas?, we must faithfully em¬ 
ploy the agents given so that in 
the en dfe may be victorious in 
our fight against the devastating 
diseases of man and animals. He 
said that the economic loss from 
Bang's disease in the Dominion 
of Canada has been estimated at 
510,000,000 annually when dimin¬ 
ished mill; production, sterility, 
and the loss of calves from abort¬ 
ion are taken into account. An¬ 
other point of significance, men¬ 
tioned by Dr. Schofield, was that 
the disease in cattle not infre¬ 
quently spreads to man as indul- 
ant fever. 

Dr. Schofield recommended the 
“test and hold” policy (to test and 
hold the reactors if there is a 
large puvnber) as an effective 
means ’of controlling Bang’s di¬ 
sease, and advised that calfhood 
vaccination plus sanitation will do 
a great deal towards final erad¬ 
ication qf the disease. He said 
that tii& success tTf this plan de¬ 
pends largely upon the prepara¬ 
tion and use of a potent vaccine, 
constant and thorough sanitation, 
care in making additions to the 
herd, and the hearty co-operation 
of the livestock industry in the 
plan. Protection afforded by this 
plan is approximately 96% of 
vaccinated animnls, said Dr. Scho¬ 
field. 

Many Alberta livestockmen, both 
dairymen and ranchers, have elim¬ 
inated Bang’s disease as a result 
of a yearly vaccination programme 
combined with sanitary practice. 
Full information about control of 
bang’s disease' in Alberta may be 
obtained from the Department of 
Veterinary Services, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Edtqon- 
ton.

WORIfD WHEAT 
OUTLOOK FOR 1949 

Substantial wheat supplies are a 
distinct possibility., for 1949, ob¬ 
serves the Bureau of Statistics In 
its monthly review of the world 
wheat situation, but adverse wea¬ 
ther in the large producing areas 
could easily change the outlook. 

Weather has already taken its 
toll o( the current wheat harvest 
in ArS^ntina, where severe Novem¬ 
ber frosts and prolonged drought 
in some provinces have reduced 
crop estimates from the 180 mil¬ 
lion bushel level to around 150 
million bushels, down some 100 
milliort from the previous harvest. 
Satisfactory maturing weather. In 
Australia has favoured the harvest 
of a crop now estimated at about 
190 million bushels—some 30 mil¬ 
lion belo.w last year’s crop but 
still 20 million above the 1935-39 
average. Both Argentina hnd Au¬ 
stralia have moderate carry-overs 
of old grain but, despite this, it is 
.apparent that the contribution of 
both these countries to world 
trade during 1949 is likely to be 
less than in 1948. 

With the bulk of the wheat 
crops in the Northern Hemisphere 
not ready for harvest until mid¬ 
summer. any comments about pro¬ 
bable production must- be in the 
nature of very tentative forecasts. 
In Canada it is considered likely 
thnt some Increase In spring wheat 
planting may occur in the Prairie 
Provinces. 

The largest addition to world 
wheat supplies in 1949 may again 
come from the United States. 

While few official estimates are 
available from wheat importing 
countries, trade advices from 
Europe indicate that fait wheat 
showings In several countries have 
exceeded or equalled those of a 
year aga. Weather has favoured 
fall seeding and germination, and 
the outlook in areas reported upon 
is quite generally optimistic.
